Up Proves Winner 


When Mrs. Turner Wiltshire’s lad- 
ies’ hunter hunted home from the hill 
out at “Glenwood Park Course’”’ last 
Saturday, April 15, and made that 
never to be forgotten run with Mr. 
Louis Murdock up, to win the Middle- 
burg Cup Steeplechase from the coun- 
try’s timber great, the most healthy 
history for hunt-meeting racing was 
written in the past decade.

The erst while hunter of Mrs. Wilt- 
shire’s left little doubt as to his stay- 
ing ability as he finished with some 
eight lengths advantage ahead of the 
trailing Faction Fighter and Coq 
Bruyere. It was Mr. Murdock’s first 
trip over post-and-rail and he turned 
in a superlative bit of riding, taking 
every possible advantage and saving 
the son of Sweep By all the way.

Brilliant Open Jumper Changes Owners 
After Great Record With Luebbermann 


Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh, own- 
er of the well known  Springsbury 
Stable, of Berryville, whose’  show- 
ring performers have gained rank- 
ing recognition, has rounded out her 
string with the acquisition of Biliy 
Do, one of the greatest open jumpers 
in United States. Billy Do was first 
shown in the name of Springsbury 
at the recent winter Fort Myer Horse 
Show, in which arena the former 
owner Capt. Henri A. Luebbermann 
had spent many long and _ patient 
hours in schooling. 

Capt. Luebbermann is to be shifted 
from Fort Myer, from the east to 
Fort Bliss. Capt. Luebbermann has 
greater aspirations for Billy Do. To 
take Billy Do west, would be to take 
the grand little lepper into an area 
where he could get but one or two 
competitive tests a year. With this 
in mind, Capt. Luebbermann approa- 
ched Mrs Greenhalgh, and now 
Billy Do will seek further successes 
via the touch and out and open class- 
es in the eastern circuit, from Caro- 
lina to New York, with Mrs. Jacobs 
Wetherall riding the new Springsbury 
mount. 

The record of Billy Do is an _ in- 
teresting one and who but his form- 
er owner who has great faith and 
love for the little horse could tell the 
story better? From Capt. Luebber- 
mann, who has ridden to many blues, 
tended and handled the horse a 


great deal himself, believing in 
Harry Page’s maxim: ‘To get the 
most out of a horse you must first 


rub it in,’’ we received the following: 


Editor of The Chronicle 
Sir: 

“Your request for Billy Do's — re- 
cord of winnings was received sev- 
eral days ago and thinking it was a 


bill for the Chronicle, I neglected 





to open it until today. Fortunately 
it was opened, before filing, and I 
am very much pleased indeed _ to 
oblige you in so far as possible in 
the matter. 

“Unfortunately I have kept no ac- 
curate record of the many ribbons 
this grand horse has won, but I will 
try to hit the high spots in his career, 
and hope the account will be of use 
to you. 

“My brother, Captain B. F. Lueb- 
bermann, acquired Billy about three 
years ago and at the time he was a 
rather unprepossessing looking ani- 
mal (Billy not my brother). But with 
eare and lots of oats he soon began 
to perk up, and in a very short while 
his remarkable natural jumping abil- 
ity was discovered and _ fostered. 
After practically no schooling at all 
my brother began to van him to the 
Maryland Saturday afternoon shows, 
and each week returned home with 
ribbons in all classes from jumping 
to ladies hack and hunter. 

“His first big show was the Inter- 
American three years ago. He was 
far too green for the Military classes, 
and did not win against the three in- 
How- 
ever, over that gigantic course for

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then on, and won every other class 
hunter and jumper. The knockdown 
and out was so hotly contested that 
the rails were finally placed on top 
of the standards. Billy jumped first 
and went clean. Clipped Wings who 
had jumped beautifully all day roll- 
ed the second jump and Billy won 
again. 

“In the Washington show that 
year, I rode him very badly, but he 
won a ribbon in every class entered 
except the scurry when I sent him too 
close to the edge of the jump and 
got a run out. 

“From there we went to Atlantic 
City where he won the handy, and 
I believe one other class, and placed 
in several others. 

“And then he went back to my 
prother for another Spring and Sum- 
mer of winning in Maryland. In Sept- 
ember he made the hike to Indian- 
town Cap, Pa., for the maneuvers, 
and between the various wars, took 
time out to win over two hundred 
dollars in a small local show nearby. 
His main contender for the honors 
in this show was the fine Trish horse, 
Big Chief. 

“The next Inter-American found 
him better prepared physically and 
in experience. He won the $500.00 
stake, the open working hunter, was 
third in the scurry, and won several 
minor ribbons. He was actually beat- 
en in the stake class on a jump off, 
but the horse was disqualified be- 
cause he had not been properly en- 
tered. 

“And then I took him over again 
and we went to the National. The 
daily touch-and-out that year (1937) 
had sixty-one entries, including in 
addition to the horses from all the 
international teams, such good ones 
as the Maytop’s, Tony Wettach, ete. 
The first two touch and outs found 
Billy tied for second place, and the 
fourth he finally won after three 
jump offs. In the final jump off one 
of the jump detail ran across the 
front of the double crossed rails just 
as Billy took off. He cleared the 
jump, but in trying to avoid hitting 
the man he twisted over the jump, 
and grabbed himself quite badly upon 
landing, which finished his winnings 
for that show. He had previously won 
a third in the pen, and I believe one 
other ribbon. 


“This account is getting most vol- 
uminous and I know the chronologi- 
cal order is bad, but if you will bear 
with me I shall try to keep going. 
Somewhere along here my _ brother 
was ordered to the Mechanized Artil- 
lery at Fort Knox, Ky., and I stole 
the horse away from him. During the 
summer he won at lots of local 
Shows, and last winter was Hunter 
Champion and Jumper’ Reserve in 
the whole series of Fort Myer 
Shows. 


“Last spring found us again at 
Quantico, but the weather was per- 
fect. I can’t remember just what he 
did win during those two days, but 
he finally ended up with the Hunter 
and Jumping championship trophies 
I believe the next was the Fairfax 
Hunt Show. In the five classes en- 
tered he got all the blues which  in- 
cluded two $100.00 stakes, the 
Handy, the Knock-Down-and Out (at 
5 1-2 feet) and an Open. Then the 
Washington again where he won the 
Handy, and ribbons in every class 
entered including the Open Working 
Hunter and the Working Hunter 
Stake. 

“At West Point in June he won 
the Working Hunter, Open Hunter,

juveniles to win $700. Mr. Zeigler 
paid only $1,100 for the youngster 
from the Court Manor consignment 
at the Spa last August. 

Others among the week’s 2-year- 
old winners were the filly Belle High, 
from Millsdale Stable and by the 
Maryland sire High Strung, who scor- 
ed her maiden triumph in the first 
race at Havre de Grace on Monday 
last, April 17; the following day 
Louis B. Mayer’s Pompey filly Flying 
Mary accounting for her second 
straight victory when she came 
through at Keeneland, thus with two 
wins in two starts, she broke her 
maiden at Hialeah on February 14, 
she has repayed $1,200 of the $2,200 
her owner put out for her at Sara- 
toga last year. Over the same course 
that day a youngster by Whiskaway 
in W. F. Morgan’s colt Rapid Way 
made his first outing a winning one 
with an easy triumph over eight oth- 
er maidens. At Havre de Grace on 
Tuesday, J. W. Y. Martin’s Challa- 
more, a gelded sor of Maryland’s 
great sire *Challenger II, likewise 
scored in his first start.

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MIDDLEBURG RACES 


Another splendid hunt meeting at the Glenwood Park Course added fur- 
ther interest to the increased enthusiasm seen in the hunt meetings this 
spring. The Middleburg Races are always colorful but this 19th spring 
meeting had an unusual significance. Daniel C. Sands, M. F. H. of the Mid 
dleburg Hunt and Racing Secretary of the Middleburg Hunt Meeting should 
be very pleased with the results of his labors. He did another fine job. 

The decision to have the races one day, instead of two, brought out a 
tremendous crowd, resulted in excellent, well-filled races of the top steeple- 
chasers in the country. The 13 horses that went to the post in the fourth 
race provided about as colorful a spectacle as can be seen in racing as the 13 
sets of racing silks swept over the first jump in front of the grandstand 
bunched well together and presenting the appearance of a great wave of 
color. The record for the course was broken in the two mile Panther Skin 
by Mrs. J. C. Clark’s grand ’chaser, “Little Cottage 2nd, always a splendid 
sign that steeplechasers are continuing to develop jumpers of speed over 
brush. The entire program was carried out with out a hitch, the six races 
being run off on time, on turf that has not its superior and which has seldom 
been in finer condition than it was this year. The Glenwood Park Course 
had a sleek, well groomed appearance, like the thoroughbreds for whom it 
was fashioned. 

But what about the feature of the afternoon, the running of the Middle- 
burg Cup for $1,000 and a piece of plate? The names of the horses them- 
selves answer the question. Coq Bruyere, Faction Fighter, Ostend, Terry’s 
Winner, Postman Home and one whose reputation was made on this grand 
racing day, Black Sweep, by Sweep by Transway. Just a hunter with two 
point to points under his girth, this 6-year-old black gelding of Mrs. Turner 
Wiltshire’s made racing history by defeating the best timber horses in the 
country. Black Sweep was bought for a song because Turner Wiltshire lik- 
ed his appearance. He was schooled with the patience that means the will- 
ingness to wait until the horse has learned to jump under every conceivable 
circumstance in the hunting field, in the point to point and out larking. A 
timber horse needs an education of years, not months. Mr. Wiltshire’s in- 
vestment in Black Sweep was not to be counted in dollars, but in patience, 
an attribute that has far more value as this race proved. The value that 
the winning of the Middleburg Cup by a hunter, has done for timber racing 
is hard to calculate. It has paved the way for every owner with a well bred 
hunter to become the owner of the finest timber horse in the United States, 
provided and only provided he has invested in some years of patience that 
has taught his horse the art of jumping fast, hard and well in the field. 
There may have been ifs in the Middleburg Cup as there are in every race 
that has ever been run, but there is no question that foxhunting and the 
patience of a skilled horseman have won the feature race of a fine hunt 
meeting for a horse unknown, untried, whose praises had never been sung. 
His name is legion if there is the patience to find him and make him.

WILLIAM BELL WATKINS 


RESIGNS BLUE RIDGE M.F.H. 

William Bell Watkins, Master of 
Hounds for the Blue Ridge Hunt for 
the past ten years, tendered his 
resignation as Master at the annual 
meeting of the members of the Hunt 
amid a storm of protest from all those 
present. Mr. Watkins, present at the 
meeting in the Boyce Bank, stated 
that his farm, his family and his 
health all took time and made it 
necessary that he give up the Master- 
ship. A committee was appointed to 
urge Mr. Watkins to alter his decis- 
ion for the good of the Hunt. 

Captain Johnston read the letter 
of resignation from Mr. Watkins 
which was the signal of a storm of 
protest from the members present. 
Mr. Burwell stated that Mr. Watkins 
had the unanimous support of the 
sportsmen of the county and the far- 
mers. That there was no one in the 
Hunt who was better beloved by all. 
Mr. Mackay Smith remarked that the 
9 years that he had been here had 
witnessed constant improvement in 
the Hunt under the mastership of 
Mr. Watkins. In Greenway District, 
he was the only one who could keep 
the hunt progressing. Mr. George 
P. Greenhalgh urged Mr. Watkins to 
reconsider his resignation as_ the 
times were of such a transitory na- 
ture, in domestic as well as in for- 
eign affairs that this was not the time 
to make the change if it were possible 
for Mr. Watkins to reconsider his de- 
cision. Even if it entailed a consid- 
erable sacrifice on Mr. Watkins’ part, 
Mr. Greenhalgh hoped that he would 
be able to undertake the mastership 
for the good of the hunt. Mr. Green- 
halgh said he felt it might be a mat- 
ter of organization which the com- 
mittee could take up with Mr. Watk- 
ins. Mr. Dougherty commented on 
the fact that there was nobody else 
in the county who could handle 
Hounds or take Mr. Watkins’ place in 
the official capacity of Master. <A 
committee was then appointed con- 
sisting of Mr. Mackay Smith and Mr. 
Dougherty to review the situation and 
attempt to find some manner in which 
some of the duties of the hunt could 
be taken from the shoulders of the 
Master and thus enable him to can- 
tinue hunting the Hounds for the 
Blue Ridge.

GOLD CUP ENTRIES CLOSE 
ON SATURDAY, APRIL 29TH 


Entries for the Virginia Gold Cup 
Association close Saturday, April 29, 
with Racing Secretary Fred H. Parks, 
250 Park Avenue, New York City, 
The eighteenth annual meeting at the 
Broadview Course, headed by the 
famous timber classic, is scheduled 
for Saturday, May 6. 

The four mile Virginia Gold Cup 
Steeplechase, won last year by Mrs. 
Frank M. Gould’s Ostend, will likely 
draw such recent top performers as 
Major Turner Wiltshire’s Black 
Sweep, Middleburg Cup winner; Mrs, 
Eva S. Spilman’s Music Mountain, 
winner the Raymond Belmont Me- 
morial; Paul Mellon’s Faction Fight. 
er, Carolina Cup winner; and Mrs. 
Gould’s Postman Home With last 
year’s winner out of the running this 
year, Mrs. Gould’s chances of retiring 
the gold trophy will rely entirely on 
the efforts of Postman Home. How- 
ever, the latter’s showing in the Caro- 
lina feature when he finished second 
to the Mellon horse would indicate 
that he is no mean substitute for his 
renowned stablemate. 

The first of the five carded events, 
The Fauquier Plate, is listed for 3 p. 
m. This mile and a half hurdle race 
for non-winners of two and carrying 
a purse of $200, will be followed by 
The Virginia National Steeplechase, 
a three mile brush affair with a purse 
of $1,500.

In the meantime, while we await 
this happy-day, the Road Officials 
would, IT think, be gratified, if they 
understood the appreciation felt, 
for any effort they make to. give 
pedestrians and _ riders a_ little 
“Crumb” ali their own.

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A Visit To Ellerslie 


By H. S. Finney 

(Reprinted from The Blood Horse) 

Ellerslie Farm, situated a few 
miles to the south of the busy uni- 
versity town of Charlottesville, Vir- 
ginia, has for a great many years 
been known to horsemen as a stud 
farm whence have come many great 
race horses. Even since the days 
right after the War between the 
States, when the late Captain R. J. 
Hancock started his breeding opera- 
tions there, through the days of the 
present owner, Arthur B. Hancock, 
there have been good stallions and 
mares running over those _ rolling, 
well watered paddocks that lie in 
the lee of the mountain which pro- 
tects the farm on three sides, tem- 
pering the elements for the horses. 
The horses at Ellerslie today lack 
nothing in quality compared with 
those of days gone by. *Wrack, 
Eolus, *Charaxus, Eon, *Fatherless 
and the rest are buried in the horse 
cemetery at Ellerslie; their places 
today filled by Pompey, *Foray II, 
and Tintagel. 

The occasion of our latest visit to 
Ellerslie was one of those delightful 
spring days when the warm sun, new 
grass, and blue haze on the moun- 
tains make Virginia a grand place 
to be. Bryan Gentry, superintendent 
of the horses and son of W. A. 
Gentry, who for 30-odd years has 
looked after the Ellerslie lands for 
Arthur Hancock, met us at Charlot- 
tesville and whisked us out to the 
farm in no time. Here another bro- 
ther, Howard Gentry, whose direct 
charges are the stallions, showed 
us Pompey first of all. The son of 
*Sun Briar and *Cleopatra showed 
us his perfect action as he cantered 
around his paddock, stopping  oc- 
casionally to jump and kick from 
good feeling. We had seen his great 
son Pompoon in an impressive work 
at Pimlico a day or two earlier.

Friar Rock, is an upstanding, showy 
horse, reminiscent of High Quest, 
full of quality, and a horse of great 
scope. I saw a few of his first foals, 
and liked them very well. Arthur 
Hancock is very sanguine that Tin- 
tagel is destined for success at the 
stud. With the female line he has to 
add to the good *Teddy blood, Tin- 
tagel is getting a good book of 
mares, many of them very high class 
matrons. 

It was chiefly to see *Foray that 
we had visited Ellerslie this trip. He 
was the last stallion that Howard 
Gentry brought out to show us. 
*Foray II, as he is known here, is a 
compactly made, deep-bodied, strong 
masculine horse with the very best 
of shoulders. He stands over a lot 
of ground, though his back is short 
with well rounded out middlepiece. 
*Foray II can possibly be faulted as 
being a trifle coarse about the 
throat and ears, but no man can 
fault his legs generally and _ his 
hindquarters in particular. When 
one examines this horse it is easy to 
see why he was such an amazingly 
fast racer. Speed stands out all over 
him. Top of England’s Free Handi- 
cap, winner of six of his nine starts 
at two, and second in the other 
three, *Foray II was one of the fast- 
est horses to race in England in re- 
cent years. A son of Tetratema and 
the stakes winning Black Ray, which 
produced six stakes winners, and 
half-brother to *Jacopo, *Foray II 
should be a great success in the stud. 
Pure racing class abounds among 
his close ancestors. *Foray II is be- 
ing mated with some excellent ma- 
trons this, his first, season, among

filly in France, Dixiana, was in the 
group. The mares and foals, like all 
else at Ellerslie, were in grand 
bloom, all shed off, and enjoying the 
early grass on the hillside pasture in 
which they were running. 

The yearlings were inspected next, 
there being a dozen or so of them 
that will go to Saratoga. They are a 
well grown, good looking band, both 
colts and fillies. They run out all 
day and do plenty of running to de- 
velop their wind and muscle. My pick 
of the colts just now is Tintagel’s 
brother, a strapping big, rangy, bay 
son of *Sir Gallahad TII and Heloise, 
a grand walker and one that looks a 
certain winner. Of the fillies I con- 
sider the brown by *Blenheim IT 
out of Gailant Lady, by *Sir Galla- 
had III, tops. This filly is the best of 
the get of *Blenheim IT that I have 
seen anywhere as yet. She’s a deep, 
roomy, well balanced sort’ with 
quality and femininity showing all 
over her.

ing-field, Mrs. Wiltshire’s ladies’ 
hunter had not proved enough. Louis 
Murdock, however, was quick to 
take the opportunity, his first ride 
over timber at the hunt-meeting.—
